A State Income Tax. 


The 
newly 
discovered constitu- 


tional objections of the supreme court 
to a tux on incomes from surplus 
wealth, it is to be presumed do not ap- 
ply to the right of the states to impose 
such a tax. At least that ia the opinion 
in South .Carolina, and its legislature 
is now wrestling with an income tax 
bill, and it will probably soon become 
a law. The reasons that induce the 
people of the state to favor such a law 
ore the same that induced the Demo- 
crats in congress to add an income tax 
to the Wilson tariff bill, and the Demo- 
crats at the Chicago convention to in- 
dorse suoh a measure as a rightful ex- 
ercise of thn taxing power. 
And these 


reasons are, first, that a very substan- 
tial revenue can be easily and equitably 
raised in this way for government pur- 
poses, and second, that the large in- 
comes of very wealthy men which are 
derived in great measure from stocks, 
bonds, etc., and which under existing 
tariff arrangements escape 
taxation 


altogether, can in this way • be reached 
by the tax gatherers. 
Of course this 


will sound like olaes legislation, and 
possibly socialism, or mayhup anarchy, 
to the capitalistic class, but nineteen 
out of tweuty of the plain poplo of the 
land, when yon get down to their hon- 
est judgment, believe in it. 


The income tux promised in South 


Carolina provides for a levy of the fol- 
lowing proportions: A tax of 1 per 
cent, ou incomes over and above $2,500 
and tip to $5,000; 1^ per cent on in- 
comes of §5,000 and over up to $7,500; 
3 per cent, on incomes of $7,500 and 
over up to |10,000; 2>;> per cent, on in- 
comes of §10,000 and over np to §io,- 
000, and 3 per cent, on incomes over 
$15,000. As no iucome will be touched 
that does not amount to more than 
.$210 a month, after living expenses 
are deducted, we judge that the tax 
will not produce a very large return, 
unless there is more wealth in South 
Carolina than is generally supposed to 
be the case. 


But the operation of the law, even 


in a limited way, will be watched with 
great interest in all of the states. 
In 


fact we believe a properly adjusted in- 
come tax for stnto and municipal pur- 
poses would solve many of the hard- 
ships and unreasonable exactions of 
local taxation, just; as it would relieve 
the federal treasury, equalizn the bur- 
dens of government and avoid imposts 
on the necessities of life. 
Take Pitts- 


burg for instance. 
If n, man has $10,- 


000 out at interest, or invested in 
stocks that yield 6 per cent, he will 
realize $GOO pei anunnm, escaping tax- 
ation ; but let him take that money and 
put it in a house, and he will bo [lucky 
if he escapes 2 per cent, taxation for 
city and county purposes. The in- 
vested wealth in bonds, stocks, mort- 
gages, etc., pays little or no taxation, 
and it is a mighty aggregate. 
Taxa- 


tion falls on business, real estate, im- 
provements and labor in the shape of 
rents. 
Still a municipal or state in- 


come tax is a long ways off, however

^Washington, March 5.—It was a day 


of national acclaim—a nonpartisan 
demonstration of vast proportions, by 
•which the American people without re- 
gard to section or political 
alliances 


have hailed a new president, and 
•watched the launching of his adminis- 
tration upon unknown seas. 


It is the only day in any president's 


-career when from sunrise to the put- 
ting out of lights in the inaugural ball- 
room there is unbroken and enthusias- 
tic celebration, by citizens of every sec- 
tion and every shade of political be- 
lief. 


Before readers can scan these pages 


the lines of the opposition will be 
forming for assault on the new admin- 
istration. .But, for the one day, the 
people of all ranks and classes and pol- 
itics, as if uttering a nation's thunder- 
ieg voice, have welcomed and aided to 
install their president, not as the ex- 
ecutive of any party, but as the head 
of the national government. 
. It has been a great state affair, not, 
in its broadest sense, a tribute to the 
man,, 'but a national demonstration of 
respect for 
the 
high 
office. • The 


•weather was appropriate for such a 
day, gloriously beautiful. 


Elaborate Preparation!!. 


No 
previous 
inauguration 
has 


equalled It in careful preparations. 
In 


every feature outside the Capitol juris- 
diction, except the visiting organiza- 
tions, it is a Washington, affair. It is 
the only national demonstration in 
•which .the unrepresnted residents of 
the capital are the leaders, and in sole 
control. They guarantee all expendi- 
tures by public subscription, and, 
through a large and energetic commit- 
tee of its most influential 
citizens, 


Washington gives months of time and 
unremitting efforts to these prepara- 
tions for properly receiving a presi- 
dent. 


In and about the senate chamlfer the 


official pageant of the inaugural cere 
monies gathered. The senate wing 
•was closed to all except those formally 
connected with the exercises, and the 
few invited guests which the con- 
tracted chamber could accommodate. 


.Four tickets to each senator, two for 


a. representative, 20 as the sole provis- 
ion for the leading employes, and 20( 
for the press of the entire country 
v represented the unofficial attendance 


These crowded the galleries and 


looked down on the concentrated rep- 
resentatives of our government in its 
various branches, and the ambassadors 
and ministers of the nations. 


The members of the defunct house o 


representatives, leaving their chambe: 
at noon, appeared last upon the floo: 
of the senate. 


The new vice president took the 


oath of 
office, 
new 
senators 
wer 


sworn in and until the waiting presi 
dent-elect should proceed to the plat 
form in front of the senate, and ther 
be inaugurated, Mr. Hobart would be 
the acting president. 


Imposing OHlclitl Audience. 


The nation could furnish no more 


imposing official audience. Crowded 
upon the small floor of the senate 
•werethe three co-ordinate branches of 
the government in the persons of their 
prominent menj the legislative branch 
in force; the executive of the immedi- 
ate past with his cabinet, and the new 
executive and cabinet representing the 
\inknown future; the supreme court in 
its robes; the army and navy in their 
plumes, their gold and their glitter; 
the diplomatic corps, in its lace and 
decorations, and citizens in ordinary 
dress representing the unpretending 
millions of the land. 


The brief ceremonies were ruilckly 


over. and the official company, form- 
ing in twos, filed out of the chamber 
and passr-tl ou to the platform at the 
east front. 


Clincrs of Welcome. 


With its first appearance the waiting 


thousands broke out into tremendous 
cheers of welcome, \vhich rolled 
and 


roarded while the procession, followed 
by the occupants of the galleries, 
poured over the immense 
platform, 


and crowded its scats. This general 
acclaim 
grcoted the president-to-be 


with a shout which was the climax of 
its enthusiasm, and as Major McKinley 
advanced 
to deliver his 
inaugural 


these surging waves 
of sound gave 


way to still more impressive silence. 


He looked out upon a wonderful 


scene. 
The steps, the balconies and 


every projection of the Capitol front 
and doaie were crowded. It was if 
that grand facade was banked to the 
roof with 
visiting 
thousands. The 


front of tho library swarmed with peo- 
pi«. Prom every street and avenue 
looking tow?.rd the Capitol 
projected 


groopa of hcrs&mr-n and the heads of 
columns awaiting the order to mnrch. 
And 
everywhere 
shining 
banners 


waved. 


MeKIoley Easily liecognlzed. 


Major 
McKinley, 
standing on 
a 


pla/Uorm, was readily distin- 


guished b'y~ his magnificent audience, 
and those who could not hear were 
well content to see. 


There was universal silence as the 


)lack-rol>ecl justice of the 
supreme 


ourt administered the solemn oath 
vhlch made William McKinley presi- 
ent of the United States. Then the 
eai of silence was broken by the reign 
f sound-deep, swelling, all pervading, 
ominating sound, as if a surging sea 
vere rolling over the land before the 
riving of the king of storms. As tho 


Biauy bands joined the mighty acclaim 
he organized columns marched into 
lace, the grand review was in motion, 
nd the currents and waves of human- 
;y began to flow toward the lines of 
s march. 
• . 


Parade Quickly Formed. 


Moving promptly in from ail streets 
nd avenues centering on the park 
ast of the Capitol, the column of par- 
de y/as quickly formed along the spa- 
ious plaza extending in front of house 
nd senate 
wings, and the central 


lUilding. The new president entered 
lis carriage, and the column, circling 
he great white temple of the nation 
n and about which the tribes had 
athered with patriotic purpose, passed 
.own through its beautiful grounds 
.nd wheeled into Pennsylvania avenue 
.t the peace monument, where its .real 
march began. 


A Triumphal Way. 


From this point to Washington cir- 


;le, two miles and a half distant, this 
noted avenue had been transformed 
nto a triumphal way. Other Ameri- 
an cities with their narrower streets 
have been as gayly decked. But this 
great avenue with a width of 160 feet 
and a perfect concrete pavement, doub- 
y swept for 
the occasion, 
afforded 


,uch space for decoration and ease of 
movement of columns as can not else- 
where be found in th'e land. 


Looking from the head of the line 


at the Peace monument toward the 
reasury and White House a mile and ! 
i half away, was like gazing into a 
jroad canyon whose high walls were 
a mass of men and women and flags. 
The buildings, low and high, plain and 
stately, were almost concealed 
from 


view by the spectators, and these, in 
.urn, were as thickly covered 'with 
streamers, banners and bunting, wav- 
.ng in light, or woven into countless 
forms of beauty, as are our autumnal 
woods with the glories of autumn. 
And everywhere, aa in those woods, 
was coloring of gold twined with the 
banners to suggest the central plank 
of the victory. 


Over such triumphal way, and thus 


honored by magnificent -preparations, 
and the presence and thunderous ap- 
plause of unending crowds, President 
McKinley was escorted to the White 
House, whence he soon proceeded to 
the stand in front of it to review the 
Imposing columns of marching thou- 
sands which had followed him from 
the Capitol, eliciting at every step un- 
bounded admiration, and a wild ac- 
claim. 


Mr. Ha mm Was There. 


Opposite the president's stand, and 


much overlapping it, was one 
which j 


extended along the entire front of La- 
fayette square, a distance of two 
blocks. In the center of this, directly 
opposite the 
president, it had been 


announced that Mr. Hanna had pur- 
chased 250 seats for himself 
and 


friends and the national committee. 


Sons of Other Presidents. 


The parade was a famous column 


notably commanded. General Horace 
Porter, grand marshal, at its head, re- 
called to all veterans the campaigns of 
Grant, his chief. Following his nu- 
merous and brilliant staff, upon which 
the sons of Presidents Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur 
and Harrison were 


prominent figures, came General Gran- 
ville M. Dodge, commanding the first 
grand division which embraced all the 
military organizations of the parade. 
His presence and that of his staff 
arought vividly to mind the old army 
of Grant and Sherman— the army of 
tile Tennessee. With General Dodge, 
who commanded one of its corps, and 
now the president of its society, and 
General Hickenlooer of its artillery, 
and corresponding secretary of its so- 
ciety, and Colonel Cadle, its recording 
secretary, it seemed to those who 
identified these veterans as if the army 
of Sheramn was passing again in the 
grand review of a generation ago. 


Civic Organization*. 


After the soldiers came the civic or- 


ganizations, numerous, in gallant trim, 
and well 
commanded by their chief 


marshal, B. H. Warner of Washington. 
From front to rear, it was the best or- 
dered column, both in its military and 
the civic sections that has marched in 
Washington since the veterans of the 
war passed through it from fields of 
renown to their homes.

Internal, or both. !t is the settled policy i 
of the government, pursued from tun be- 
ginning and practiced by all parties and 
administrations, to raise the bulk of onr 
revenue from tlie tax upon productions en- 
tering the United States for sale and con- 
sumption, and avoiding for the most part 
every forra ot direct taxation, except In 
time of war. 
The country is clearly op- 


posed to any needless additions to the sub- 
jects of Internal taxation, and is committed 
by its Intest popular utterance to tbe sys- 
tem of tariff taxation.

There could bo 
no better time to put the government upon 
a sound financial and economic: basis thfin 
now. The people have only recently voted 
that this should bo done, nnd nothing Is 
more binding upon the ngents of th'eir wil 
than the obligation of Immediate action 


It has always seemed to me that the post 


pouemcnt of the meeting of congress until 
more than n year nfter it has been ciosen 
deprived congress too often of the Inspira- 
tion of the popular will and Wie country nr 
the corresponding benefits. It is evident, 
therefore, that to postpone action in the 
presence of so great a necessity would be 
unwise on the part of the executive, un- 
just to the interests of the people. Our 
notions now will be freer from mere parti- 
san consideration than if the question of 
tariff revision be postponed until the regu- 
lar session of congress.

gtruck the town today noon, and for a 
quarter of an hour played all sorts of 
mischief. 
It was no ordinary March 


wind storm, and in many ways was 
similar to a regular set cyclone. A 
falling barometer gave indications of 
'the appproaohing disturbance a full 


• half hour before the storm broke with 
all its violence. Jt was the most dis- 
tinctive little etorm that we have had 
for some time. 


The Brodbeck property, corner Front 


and Soioto streets, suffered much dam- 
age.

Bricks were sent flying in all direc- 
tions, and Born Cameron, a thirteen- 
year-old boy, who was passing along 
the street, was knocked down and ren- 
dered unconscious from a blow on the 
head by a falling bnck. The house ia 
occupied by the families of Alex. 
Bruce, Tracy Larkins, Bob McAllister, 
Pat Dement, Geo. Baker and the Cam- 
erons. Mr. Brnch lives in the upstairs 
part of the west portion of the build- 
ing, "which was worst damaged. Plas- 
tering fell, the stove was overturned, 
and the prompt action of Mrs. Bruce, 
who threw a bucket of water on the 
fire, prevented the bed clothing from 
catching on fire. The top of the chim- 
ney was blown off and smoke filled the 
house, causing a cry of fire to be raised. 
An alarm was turned in for the Sev- 
enth street department, bub the fire- 
men's services were not needed.

rain poured in the unroofed [rooms, 
'spoiling furniture and clothes. 
The 
; occupants of the building were panic- 


stricken. The damage to the' building 
will amount to about $400.

Out in the 


north end of town hail accompanied 
the wind and rain and much damage 
was doiie, windows being broken and 
chimneys blown down.
